Rio Algom Corporation via their representing attorney David R. Bird, Esq.,
of the firm Parsons, Behle and Latimer, has submitted a copy of the Mined Land
Reclamation Agreement and Escrow Agreement (Attachment 2). These agreements have
been approved as to form by Denise A. Dragoo, Special Assistant to the Attorney
General and by myself for amount.

At the Executive Session of the Board on September 26, 1980, the Division
seeks the execution of the surety agreement. Further, after execution of the
agreement by the Board and Rio Algom Corporation, and upon expiration of the period
for receiving public comment, September 30, 1980, and having received no protest,
the Division wishes authorization by the Board to issue final approval of the Notice
of Intent and Mining and Reclamation Plan for the Lisbon Mine on October 1, 1980.
